A part of Pratt since 1958, Conrad is Pratt’s 
Chief Engineer. 


How has the community changed 
over the years? 


Drastically. We have more buildings, more 
modern facilities, we have ironically about 
the same student population, but it’s different 
now because when | came it was split equally 
into day school and night school. | would also 
be inclined to say that Pratt was a little 
friendlier years ago because it was smaller. 
Everybody knew everybody, and they had

It was a real fluke. | was friendly with my 
machine shop teacher in high school (Long 
Island City High school in Queens) and he 
taught here, which | had always heard him 
talk about it. He said to me one day, ‘I’m go- 
ing to Pratt tonight. They have steam engines 
there, would you like to come?’ So | came

and saw the steam engines, said | had to 
come and photograph them. Started talking 
to the Chief engineer and he said he had an 
opening in the power plant, | was interested. 
said ‘yeah’, and never left. 


Why did you stay? 


| sort of liked it. It was a nice place to work, 

a friendly place and back then the steam 
engines were still running, and very quickly, 

| became responsible for them. Ten years 
later, in ‘68, when Phyllis and | got married, 
we moved into a house on campus. That sort 
of locked me in. We were part of the Pratt 
community. We all grumble about the school, 
but generally I’ve been treated well at Pratt, 
so that’s why | stayed. 


What do you love about Pratt? 


What do | love about it? Well, it’s like I’m 
part of a couple that has been married for 40 
years. The hot passion of the early days is 
gone; we've now settled into a comfortable 
relationship. This is the way | would look at 
Pratt. | enjoy working and coming into Pratt, 
but I’ve been doing it for so many years, so 
the fine point has blunted off. 


What is a well-kept secret of Pratt? 


There are not many secret secrets. There are 
popular secrets. Like the tunnels or the 
swimming pool. They're not really secrets 
just things people don’t know too much 
about. They are a lot of rumors about them 
that aren't true. 


Was the elevated subway line that ran 
through campus a branch of the L? 


Yes, It ran from the across the Brooklyn 
Bridge to City Hall, and then in the 40s, it 

was ripped down and stopped on Jay 
Street...so there was a branch of the L in 
front of Engineering until 1948. Actually, there 
is a small trace left. There is Victorian house 
on Grand with a turret. The second floor had 
the corner cut off so that the elevated trains 
could make the tracks. 


What is the craziest rumor you've heard 
about Pratt? 


A student insisted that there was an 
abandoned subway station under Classon 
[Avenue], that her boyfriend found and had 
since put his studio in.

How has the Pratt community changed 
over the years? 


My first classes were trying to teach English to 
Architecture students right after the World Trade

What do you love about Pratt? 


| really like the fact that the students are 
visually oriented which means you have to 
bear that in mind at all times. It’s fun to 
remember that at Pratt people connect to the 
world by seeing and arranging what they see. 


Do you have a specific Pratt related story? 


| once got the greatest evaluation. ‘He is the 
best teacher I've ever had, but | am afraid he is 
insane. | have been grasped in my fullness. It’s 
kind of nice, the kid was worried about me.

Do you have anything to say to the 
graduating class of 2011? 


My great wisdom that | have to impart to my 
Prattlings—I mean there are two things... One 
of which is that you’re about to go into a really 
exciting time. | know that getting a job is go- 
ing to be a bitch, and paying off student loans 


is going to be a bitch, and it’s economically 
really terrifying out there—but you're going 
into really interesting times. Nobody knows 
what's going to happen next. It's as if radio has 
just been invented. When radio was invented 
nobody knew what to do with it. When 
television came out they said ‘no more movies 
now’ because there’s TV. But that wasn’t true 

at all. The things that used to be shitty movies 
wound up on TV and let movie-makers make 
real interesting movies. So instead of killing the 
other medium, it freed it up. Photography freed 
painting up. Painters didn’t have to do those 
stupid fucking sunsets anymore because you 
could take pictures of them.

THE WORLD BY SEEING AND 
ARRANGING WHAT THEY SEE.” 


And | know that that’s going to happen with 
new media. It's not the end of books. There will 
always be books. There will always be theater, 
there will always be movies. But something 
really interesting is going to happen. And 
there’s going to be all kinds of new ways to 
communicate. You have no idea where it’s 
going to be in 10 or 15 years, but | bet it’s 
interesting. 


The other thing is, if you’re lucky you get to 
spend a piece of your life getting paid decently 
for stuff that you would do for free. Get away 
with that, for however long you get away with 
it. Politically it seems to me what we should 

be trying to create is a world in which that’s 
true for everybody all the time. That you're 
doing something that you would do for free but 
you're getting paid for it. That’s the dream. 

If in your personal life, that’s happening for 
you, then don’t forget that that’s really great, 
and dig it. ©
